In addition, Plano m ay get 
a sub-courthous-e in the 
process.

Roland Boyd, appointed by 
commissioners to look into 
the feasibility of a bond 
election for a new cour­ 
thouse, recommended such a 
move Monday in a lengthy 
p resen tatio n 
d u ring 
the 
c o m m issio n e rs’ 
m eeting 
Monday. 
In his proposal--which was 
approved 
in

c o m m issio n e rs-B o y d

oposed a courthouse which 
would be located near the 
current facility, along with 
the construction of a sub­ 
courthouse in Plano.

Control Difficult 
Web worms Active Now 


The fall w ebworm is now 
attacking m any of the trees 
in th e north T exas area and 
the control of this insect is 
very difficult because it has 
m o re than one generation a 
y ear, according to Ja m e s R. 
R is in g e r, 
Collin 
C ou nty 
Extension Agent. 
T he fall webworm spends 
the w inter in the pupal stage. 
T h e 
d e e p 
re d d is h -b ro w n 
pupa is about half inch in 
length with a thin, silk-spun, 
net-like cocoon around it. 
The pupae m ay be found in 
the b a rk of trees, on limbs, 
under stones or soil litter, 
u nder roofing tile or wall 
boards, or inside g arag e s 
and storehouses. 
The moth em erg es in early 
spring. The adult moth is 
white in color with som e of 
them having spotted black 
dots 
on 
the 
wings. 
The 
m o th ’s body is about 
one 
inch in length with a wing 
span of about one and one- 
half inch. 
T he fem al despoils eggs on 
the underside of the lead in a 
cluster. 
E ggs a re seldom 


deposited on upper side of 
the leaf. Egg clusters a re 
light 
green 
in 
coloration 
when first deposited on the 
leaf. The fem ale covers the 
eggs with soft hair from her 
body. These eggs hatch into 
sm all w orm s in about 7 to 14 
days. 
The young worm 
sta rts 
feeding im m ediately on the 
leaf that harbored the egg 
cluster. The worm form s a 
sm all structure of w ebbing 
over the leaves. As feeding 
p r o g r e s s e s , 
a d d i t i o n a l 
webbing is spun to cover 
ad jacen t leaves. At first, the 
worm eats just the surface 
of the leaf it is on; but a fter a 
week or two, it eats all but 
the toughest veins of the 
leaves. 
The webworm leaves the 
web after the feeding period 
of four to five w eeks in 
search of a place to pupate. 
The w ebworm is about one 
and a half inch in length 
when full grown. It is tan 
color, with reddish 
w a rts 
that 
have brownish 
hairs 
em erg in g from th em on its 


body. The head is reddish 
brown in color. 
A ll feeding is done inside 
the Webb. T here m ay be 
from 
th r e e 
to 
five 
generations 
of 
w ebworm s

first 
generation m ost often a t ­ 


tacks 
the foliage 
of 
cot­ 
tonwood, popular willow and 
p ecan trees. 
To co n tro l, u se s e v in , 
m alathion and diazinion, all 
of which do a fair job of 
control if they a re sprayed 
directly on the w orm s.

Collins Notes 
Road Funds Approved 


Congressman Jim Collins 
today noted that the Third 
Congressional District was 
awarded the First Interstate 
Highway Funds, under the 
“ i n t e r s t a t e 
t r a n s f e r 
provisions” of the 1973 High­ 
way Act. Collins referred to 
recent approval by the 
Department 
of 
Tran­ 
sportation to build a $96 


million 635 Extension to the 
Dallas - Ft. Worth Airport. 
“ Under the interstate 
transfer provision,” Collins 
noted, “the cities of Boston 
and Philadelphia decided not 
to build 22 miles of interstate 
highway extensions that had 
been authorized them, and 
the Dallas-Ft. Worth area 
gained an additional 9Vfe

interstate highway mileage. 
During a recent meeting in 
Washington with Assistant 
Secretary of Transportation, 
Robert 
Binder, 
Collins 
pointed out the necessity of 
the LBJ Extension. 
“ A 
recent Dallas - Ft. Worth 
Airport study indicated that 
by 1980, the proposed 635 
Extension would have three 
times the combined volume 
of traffic as the Central 
Business District of both 
Dallas and Ft. Worth.” 
Collins pointed out 
the 
tremendous impact the 635 
spur would have on the 
Plano area. “As the traffic 
flow increases on LBJ, the 
eight-lane extension will 
serve to relieve some of the 
overflow.” It will also be a 
major economic stimulant to 
the Plano area. 
Since a large percentage 
of the Dallas-Ft. Worth 
Airports air passengers 
traffic originates in North 
Dallas and Plano areas, in 
many instances, the new 
route will make the regional 
airport closer for them than 
driving to Love Field. 
The

District 
Congressman 
commended 
Charles Sim on-a Dallas 
highway 
commission; 
Russell Perry--Chairman of 
the 
Dallas Chamber of 
C o m m e r c e 
H i g h w a y 
Committee; 
John 
Keller- 
District Engineer; Plano 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt; 
and the entire Plano City 
Council, for their combined 
efforts toward approval of 
the project.

Gonzalez of Houston, Texas, 
says 
much 
depends 
on 
w h e t h e r 
g o v e r n m e n t 
discourages or encourages 
the development of our own 
energy resources. 
“ If we insist on not using 
coal, if we insist on keeping 
the petroleum industry from 
obtaining oil from the Santa 
B arbara Channel, if we 
insist on handicapping the 
construction of refineries, 
we could have a shortage 
f o r e v e r , ” 
G o n z a l e z 
declared. 
He added: 
“ But if we have any in­ 
telligence, we will 
move 
quite differently from the 
past. We will encourage the 
energy industries to expand 
capacity rapidly, 
and 
to 
increase the output from 
existing wells by spending 
m ore 
on 
new 
recovery 
techniques.” 
Gonzalez emphasized that 
prices for additional energy 
supplies 
must 
be 
high 
enough to pay for increased 
costs. 
“ O therw ise,” 
he 
warned, “They will not be 
developed.” 
He also pointed out that if 
U.S. consumers want foreign 
oil, they will also have to pay- 
higher prices. 
“The increase in cost,” he 
explained, “is due to taxes 
imposed by foreign govern­ 
ments. When they reduced 
output, they raised the price 
and 
the 
taxes 
unilaterally, without any 
opportunity on the part of the 
m ajor 
com panies 
to 
negotiate.” 
He noted that this hap­ 
pened not only in Middle 
Eastern countries, but in 
other oil exporting countries 
as well. 
“ Take 
V enezuela, 
for 
ex am p le,” 
he 
said. 
“ Venezuela 
unilaterally 
sets the price every month. 
If U.S. oil companies are 
going to get the supplies, 
they must pay the price. If 
they’re not willing to pay it, 
somebody in Europe or 
Japan is perfectly willing. If 
we want foreign crude oil for 
the American consumer, we 
have to pay the price that the 
f o r e i g n 
g o v e r n m e n t s 
dem and.” 
Gonzalez 
urged 
that 
everything 
be 
done 
to 
develop domestic sources of 
energy 
“ so 
that 
other 
countries cannot control our 
destiny 


“ As consum ers,” he said, 
“we don’t mind paying a 
reasonable 
price 
for 
the 
resources im ported from 
abroad. But we object very 
strenuously to the concept of 
other nations having an 
extraordinary power over 
our econom ics life, and 
trying to exert power over 
the foreign policy of our 
governm ent.” 
Gonzalez outlined w hat 
can be done to make the 
U.S. more self-sufficient in 
energy: 
“We can use energy dif­ 
ferently. We can use it more 
economically. We can drive 
smaller cars which will get 
twice as many miles per 
gallon as the ones we drive 
now. 


“We are talking about 
converting coal into oil and 
gas synthetically. We’re 
talking 
about 
mining oil 
shale. 
These are difficult 
and expensive projects. The 
alternative fuels are going to 
be a great deal more ex­ 
pensive per barrel and per 
thousand cubic feet of gas 
than our crude oil and 
natural gas have been. Yet 
we’re talking about pouring 
billions of dollars into this 
kind of research. Any crude 
oil and natural gas that we 
can get below the cost of the 
altern ativ es will benefit 
consumers.” 


In 
conclusion, 
he 
declared: 
“We must act wisely and 
promptly on the basis of 
knowledge 
and 
reason 
rather than on emotional 
reactions and short-term 
expediency.”

“ Heat generated by the 
sun inhibits root growth in 
containers when soil tem ­ 
peratures hit the upper 90’s 
for a span of a week or so.” 
Such 
tem peratures-and 
higher-are commonplace on 
fully exposed patios during 
the summer months and 
result in choice container 
plants being lost each year. 
Janne notes that the sun- 
loving geranium is an often- 
abused container plant. It 
does beautifully in cooler 
weather but will not tolerate 
excessive heat in the soil ball 
or root zone. 
The type of container also 
affects the amount of heat to 
which the plant is subjected. 
D ark colored containers 
absorb more heat than light 
or white pots. Wood is a good 
container material because 
it is a poor conductor of heat. 
“ Provide shade for con­ 
tainer plants and group them 
together so that they will 
shade 
one 
a n o th e r,” 
suggests Janne. 
Check plants daily to 
determ ine their water needs. 
The smaller the container, 
the m ore frequently the 
plant needs water. 
Daily 
watering may be necessary 
during hot days. 
“Plants can be cooled with 
a water spray,” says Janne, 
“unless the water is high in 
soluable salts.” 
Before going on vacation, 
the horticulturist advises 
moving plants to a shaded 
area and getting a neighbor 
to water them regularly.
